'DAMAGE IS NEAR MILLION

New York, Aug. 12. -— Black 
clouds which rolled in from the 
northeast and southwest met over 
New York city late today and spilled 


‘a rain and thunder storm that for 
fury 


and damage exceeded all 
weather bureau records for a storm 
of such short duration. 

Rain continued to fall throughout 
the evening, but the full force of the 


‘storm hit the city and the territory 
‘within a radius of 


50 miles from 
4:39 to 5:40 o'clock. 

During that pertod such a torren- 
tial rain fell that subway, bus, ele- 
vated and trolley lines were para- 
lyzed, electric light and telephone 
systems put out of commission, ceél- 
lars and streets flooded, automobiles 
abandoned by the score, building 
and subway excavations caved in, 
railroad rights of way washed out, 


‘and the city’s milliong thrown into 
‘a welter of fright and confusion as 


they struggled frantically to escape

In all the wide area affected by 
the storm only one fatality was re- 
ported, that of a 15-year-old boy, 
'who.was struck by lightning while 
| crossing a field near Hightown, N. 
J. Probably a score of persons in 
'Greater New York were injured, 
‘either by the lightning directly or 
by being cut by glass after a build- 
‘ing had been struck. 

No estimate of the damage caused 


by the lightning and the rain was 
possible, but it probably will be not 
less than $500,000 for the greater

Welcome to 50 Visitors Is Ex- 
tended by the Rev. John 
A. Dixon, S. J. 


LOUVAIN PROFESSOR 
HONORS ATTENDANCE 


Father Tondorf Showers Fame) 


on Father Brann for 
Earth Calculations. 


Recent developments in scien- 


tific research from the viewpoint 
of progress in medicine, general 
health and inventions were brought 
before the fifth annual convention 
of the American Association of 
Jesuit Scientists which opened a 
two days program yesterday a 
Georgetown university. 

In the absence of the Rev. 
Charles W. Lyons, president o 
Georgetown. the 50 or more ‘sclen- 
tists from leading Jesuit institu- 
tions in the East were welcomed 
by the Rev. John A. Dixon, 5S. J., 
minister and ranking faculty in 
Washington at present. During 
their brief stay. the scientists are 
being quartered as guests of the 
university. 

Topics for discussion yesterday 
were chiefly from the viewpoint of 
classé-room presentation and cov- 
ered a wide range, from the latest 
developments in the realm of radio 
and aviation, to problems of health 
in industry and the home. During 
the day the conference divided into 
sections under the direction of the 
following vice presidents of the as- 
sociation biology section, the Rev, 
Clarence E. Shaffrey, . of St. 
Joseph’s college, Philadelphia; 
chemistry section, the Rev. Arthur 
J. Hohman, of Boston college; 
physics section. the Rev. John L. 
Gipprich, director of physics, 
Georgetown university; mathe- 
matics section, the Rev. Edward C. 
Philips, S. H.,. director of the 
Georgetown astronomical observa- 
tory. 


Work Mapped Out. 


George F. Strohaver, 
professor of chemistry at Holy 
Cross college. Worcester, Mass., 
president of the association, made 
the opening address yesterday 
morning and mapped out the work 
of the convention and the general 
scope of classroom instructions out- 
lined for the Jesuit colleges in the 
Eastern provinces. 

While the members of the asso- 
ciation are representative of the 
Jesuit colleges in the East, at least 
one distinguished foreign scientist 
was in attendance. He is the Rev. 
Henry Dopp, S. J., of the University 
of Louvain in Belgium, professor of 
biology, mathematics and astron- 
omy. 

It was at the cosmological con- 
gress in Rome, three years ago, 
where Jesuits from all over the 
world assembled, that Father Gip- 
prich --”~ Father Philips of George- 
town first met Father Dopp. Dur- 
ing his stay at Georgetown, the 
Belgian scientist has manifested 
keen interest in the seismic labor- 
atory under the direction of the 
Rev. Francis A. Tondorf, S. J., and 
the observatory. 

Father Tondorf added a touch of 
interest, by reading a paper in 
which he proclaimed the originator 
of the calculations by which it is 
possible to determine the weight 
of the earth as Father Carl Braun, 
a Jesuit priest of Belgium. Giving 
credit to Father Braun, as a Catho- 
lic, the speaker said that his name 
is not to be found in either the 
Catholic Encyclopedia of America 
or in the corresponding publication 
in Europe. 

Sessions will be resumed this 
morning, the convention closing 
late today with the election of new 
officers. This is the first time 
that the scientists have met in 
Washington.

HOOVER MAY DISCUSS 
IDEA WITH PRESIDENT 


Expressions af Diedearcvel by 
Realty Dealers Fails to 
Halt Negotiations. 


In spite of expressions of disap 
proval and declarations that ‘‘it 
can’t be done’ from many of the 
real estate dealers of Washington, 
E. W. Libbey, chief clerk of the 
Department of Commerce, yester- 
day continued his work of gather- 
ing data for Secretary Hoover on 
the proposal of an unnamed philan- 
thropist to build apartment houses 
to rent and sell at cost to govern- 
ment employes in the District. 

It will require between two and 
three weeks at the minimum before

District Wharf Committee 
Recommends Location 
in Southwest. 

MAJ. BROWN REQUESTS 
PLATS BE PREPARED 
Resumption of River Traffic 
From Tidewater Counties 

Stressed in Report. 


Location uf the farmers’ market 
to the waterfront, adjoining (the 
municipal fish market, received 
double impetus yesterday when the 
District wharf committee, in iis an- 
nual report to the commissiuners, 
urged the site and the specia) com- 
mittee working on the proijcct, 
headed by Maj. Cary H. Brown, 
asked District Surveyor Meivin C. 
Hazen to prepare plats of the prem- 
ises. 

The suggestion was made origzi- 
nally by Roland M. Brennan, clail- 
man of the wharf committee, sev- 
eral weeks z.go. Since then it has 
been indorsed in several quarters. 
The action of Maj. Brown’s commit- 
teg in requesting a survey, is held 
to indicate that the site is receiv. 
ing favorable attention from 
body. The wharf committece’s an- 
nual report says on the subject: 

“‘Attention is called to the avai!- 
ability of the water front on the 
Washington channel, between tne 
fish market and Fourteenth stieci, 
as a Site for a new farmers’ y;roduce 
market. It now appears that the 
central heating, lighting and vnower 
plant, authorized by Congress abou* 
thirteen vears ago will not be buli: 
on the Washington channel between 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth strects 
southwest. 


Encourage Water Traffic. 


“Establishment of a farmer's 
produce market on the water front 
should tend to encourage a resump- 
tion of water traffic in vegetables, 
fruits and other commodities from 


the rich tidewater counties of 
Maryland and Virginia. Moreover, 
railroad transportation is available 
across the street. Because of the 
municipal fish market on the water 
front it would appear that a farm- 
ers’ produce market adjoining on 
the west would_be a logical exten- 
sion of market facilities. 

“There has been a- gradual 
change in the character of south- 
west Washington in the last ten or 
fifteen years, from residential to 
commercial and industrial, so that 
a farmers’ market at this location 
would not appear to be in the least 
objectionable. 

“About 70 squares in this sec- 
tion of the city have been zoned for 
commercial or industrial use and 
there appears to be a tendency to 
establish large warehouses. refrig- 
erating plants and. other structures 
for storage of meats and other 
foodstuffs. 

“Upon completion of the Federal 
public building program recently 
authorized by Congress, there will 
be a number of large government 
buildings within a short distance of 
this site.’’ 


Recommends Moving Fire Tug. 


The wharf committee also recom- 
mends that the fire tug company be 
moved to share the new concrete 
wharf between M and N streets 


with the police department. It 
states that the fire-boat --"-rf can- 
not be used mueh longer with 
safety and adds: 

“Space could he provided by 

widening the new wharf to the pro- 
portions originally contemplated 
and erecting another headhouse ad- 
joining the present quarters of the 
harbor police precinct. The police 
department could use the down- 
stream side of the wharf and the 
fire department the upstream side, 
there being sufficient room _ for 
both activities. This would not in- 
terfere in any way with the pro- 
posed general improvement of the 
water front.”’ 
It is related that the morgue 
wharf is in bad condition and rec- 
ommendation is made that the 
morgue be moved to some other 
location, especially since only 22 of 
172 inquests held during the last 
fiscal year concerned drownings. 

The recommendation also _ is 
made that the sand and workhouse 
wharf be not moved to the Anacos- 
tia river front, as has been sug- 
gested, but left where it is.

Salem, Ky., Aug. 12 (By A. P.). 
A story of praver meetings rather 
than of human_ suffering was 


brought out of the Hudson Zinc & 
Spar mine today by five miners 
imprisoned in its depths for 153 
hours. 

It was a cheerful tale, as bright 
as the “hello boys; I ain’t sick”’ 
of Randolph Cobb, first of the quintet 
to see the sunlight again. It re- 
counted how, during the long hours 
without food and with but little 
water, the men became convinced, 
in the simple fashion of the western 
Kentucky folk, that their souls were 
saved. 

One of them did not yield until 
long after the others did, and he 
was the subject of long prayer. 
When they emerged this morning, 
on their cloth caps was penciled 
the message: 

“Tf we are dead 
us, we are saved.”’

to 35, and all married save Wilson, 
spent their time in prayer and song. 

When they finally were rescued 
by the unrelenting toil of a .force 
of 200 men working in relays, they 
were in fairly good condition except 
that Castiller had wrenched his back 
in falling off a scaffolding when the 
cave-in occurred and was suffering 
severe pain and had a cold. 

Their clothes, heavy with the 
mud of the mine pit, were cut from 
their backs at the mine’s first-aid 
station, where they were taken 
amid cheers of the workers and the 
mingled -laughter and tears of 
friends and relatives, and then they 
were ready to go home and tell their 
stories. 


Tells of Three Days’ Prayer. 


Cobb told an Associated Press 
correspondent about what happen- 
ed urder ground as follows: 

“Two of the boys were on the 
ground at the time of the accident, 
and one of them shouted, ‘the cut’s 
pulling, boys,’ and rushed for the 
shaft. Two of us just fell off the 
sloping scaffolding on which we 
were working, and met the rushing 
waters. 

“The water hurled W!lson and 
James down, but they caught some 
timber and ciimbed clear of the 
water, The rest of us climbed up 
too, and began figuring. We fig- 
ured the water was gorged below. 
We did not know it was to the 
shaft. 

‘“‘We laid there till Friday morn- 
ing, | guess, and then we all got 
victory from God, except James, 
he failed. We prayed on then until 
Sunday morning. We. had only 
our carbide lamps. I told them 
I was going to do some writing. 
I turned to James and said, ‘Roy, 
are you right or are you wrong? 
I’m going to put down whet you 
say.’ 

“Roy said, ‘I don’t know whet to 
do.’ Then turning his eyes toward 
heaven, he said: ‘Pu: it down I’m 
saved.’ 


Living on “Lerd’s Love® 


“We held a grand and glorious 
meeting then and were living on 
the Lord’s love when they found 
| Rt 

Covb then recounted their efforts 
to gat water and how they huddled 
together to keep warm. The mefi 
had carried no food into the mine 
and had only a small supply of wa- 
ter, but when’it gave out they 
caught drippings in a tobacco can. 
They had four matches among 
them, and their carbide miners’ 
lamps, and by burning the lamps 
one at a time they maintained a 
little light for a long time. They 
did not krrow how long, for, as one 
of them said, they lost count of 
time and wre glad of it. It was 
not so hard to wait when they could 
not count the days. 

The others, whose. stories were 
along the same lines as that of 
Cobb, agreed that nobody lost hope 
of béing rescued except Castiller, 
andehe gave his companions final 
instructions for care of his family 
in event he died. before rescue 
came. The men were cheered most 
of the time by the sound of the 
drills, which three impatient 
squads of workers were driving 
under direction of engineers. 
Shortly before they finally were 
reached’ they saw a light, and one 
of the entombed men shouted, ‘‘We 
are every one right back here!”’ 

In Prayer When Found. 


Dick Wright and Freeman Cobb, 
the latter a brother of Randolph 
Cobb, were the first to reach the 
imprisoned men. They found them 
in prayer, and one of the rescuers 
told them to keep quiet, but they 
kept on praying until they were 
taken out. 

The men walked unaided to the 
shaft, with the exception of Castil- 
ler, and were hoisted to the sur- 
face in buckets. Wason’s greet- 
ing to the crowd was: ‘‘Where’s 
my horse? I want to ride him 
home.’’ After first aid, the men 
were sent to their homes, and fam- 
ily reunions were in progress. The 
women folk had clustered around 
the mine opening for a week, their 
eyes red with tears, and _ they 
laughed and cried when word came 
that their men were saved. Sev- 
eral of the women, overcome with 
emotion, began shouting, but were 
calmed by grim-faced mine work- 
ers.

Two developments turned atten- 
tion of the State Department to- 
ward Mexico yesterday as Secretary 
Kellogg was preparing to depart 
for White Pine camp to talk over 
departmental problems with Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

Ambassador Sheffield reported 
that he had interceded with the 
Mexican foreign office on behalf of 
another imprisoned American, J. 
H. Grande, of’Los Angeles, who 
was arrested a week ago and held 
Without hearing oD an unspecified 
charge. . 

While officials were assessing the 
possible consequences of that inci- 
dent, Mr. Kellogg made an 4ap- 
pointment for today which will give 
the American government its first 
official contact with the religious 
controversy = in Mexico. He. ar- 
ranged to see J. J. Flaherty, su- 
preme knight of the Knights of 
Columbus, and receive from him a 
resolution adopted at the recent 
Philadelphia convention of the or- 
der asking that the United States 
intervene to protest Catholic 
churchmen in their dispute with 
President Calles. 


President to Hear of Protest. 
Doubtless both of these subjects, 


as well as the uncompleted negoti-|> 


ations with the Mexico City govern- 
ment over the new oil land Sawa, 
will be discussed by Secretary Yal- 
logg with his chief during the four 
or five days he will pass at the 
summer White House. He plans 
to leave Washington Saturday 
morning, and remain at White Pine 
camp until Wednesday, when he is 
to speak at Plattsburg, N. Y. He 
probably will return to the camp 
Thursday for further conference 
before he réturns to the Capital to 
meet Ambassador Sheffield, who is 
to reach Washington late next 
week. | 
Meantime the department will 
seek further information aboui ‘he 
imprisonment of Grande.

Nor is there .uy indication here 
of a stiffening of the government’s 
attitude in the ofl land controversy, 
despite indications that Ambassador 
Sheffield would like to see such a 
change. There are reasons to be- 
lieve that the latest American note 
on that subject is no less friendly 
in tone than its predecessors. 

Besides Mexican relations, Secre- 
tary Kellogg probabiy ‘vill discuss 
with the President reports made to 
him by the returning American dele- 
gates to the Geneva preliminary 
arms conference, and after the 
White Pine conferences it may be 
nossible for the government, speak- 
ing through the State Department 
head, to lay down more definitely 
its policy toward Geneva as well as 
toward Mexico City.

Mexico City, Aug. 12 (By A. P.). 
The possible arrest and trial of the 
Most. Rev. Mora y del. Rio, vener- 
able archbishop of Mexico, and the 
most picturesque figure of the 
Catholic church in this country, was 
the chief topic discussed by Catho- 
lics today. 

This talk was occasioned by a 
statement from the ministry of the 
interior. that an alleged interview 
given by the archbishop to an 
American newspaper was to be in- 
vestigated by the attorney general 
on the ground that.it may have 
violated the _ constitution. The 
special clause cited is one which 
prohibits clergymen from criticizing 
the fundamental laws of Mexico or 
the Mexican government. 


Concession Made to Catholics. 


Something of a concession on the 

part of the government is seen in 
the action of the mayor of Mexico 
City in connection with the commit- 
tees having charge of the Catholic 
churches from which the priests 
withdrew on July 31, simultaneously 
with the going into effect of the 
religious regulations. The mayor 
has decided tita! these committees 
may be co'tapoed of five citizens 
appointed by tha municipality and 
of five Catho.lean. Up to now the 
committees have been made up only 
of municipal appointees. 
Under the new plan.the Catholic 
committeemen are to have charge 
of the management of rach church, 
but the municilpa! committeemen 
will assume responatbility for the 
property. 

It is believed this action of the 
mayor may somewhat appease th- 
Catholics, who have been worship: 
ing*in the churches in only small 
numbers because municipal commit- 
tees were in charge of them.

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OIL CONCERNS IN MEXICO! 


OPEN FIGHT ON NEW LAW 


Hundreds Made Idle in Pro- 
test Against Ruling Fixing 
Pressure Point. — 


LABOR CHIEFS WORRIED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Mexico City, Aug. 12.—The first 
move of American oil companies 
against the new oil decree, demand- 
ing suspension of oil output when 
the oil pressure declines below a 
certain point, was made yesterday 
in Cierro Viejo and Tierra Blanca 
districts in the state of Vera Cruz 
by the Huastaca and El] Aguila com- 
panies, representing the combined 
British and American oil interests. 
The companies mentioned took ad- 
vantage of the decree to declare 
complete suspension of well drilling, 
closing numerous wells reported 
as having an oil pressure lower than 
that demanded by law. 

Hundreds of workmen are being 
dismissed without hope of obtaining 
employment, as other oil companies 
are not taking men and most of 
them are preparing to reduce their 
staffs. Labor union leaders wired 
today that the condition of laborers 
in oil camps is getting steadily 
worse, with no hope of bettering 
the labor situation. 

It was said at the offices of the 
Huasteca company today that the 
suspension of work will continue 
until new arrangements are effected 
with the government as the output 
of oil is decreasing rapidly and 
wells are subject to suspension as 
decried by the latest government 
regulations. 

It is reported that other strong 
companies will follow the example 
of the Agila and Huasteca. 

The development of the oil fields’ 
situation in the last week has 
given labor leaders more concern 
than any situation of the last year. 
Huasteca and Aguila companies 
three days ago suspended extensive 
work in laying: oil ducts in which 
they intended to invest millions, the 
suspension being due to the recent 
decree which requires: that all oil 
be stored in tanks for inspection be- 
fore it is transported.

The navy will be hard hit by the 
President’s use of the budgetary 
knife. It will be unable to proceed 
expeditiously with the construction 
of the ten 10,000-ton cruisers 
authorized by Congress, and may 
be compelled to place additional 
ships in reseyve and further restrict 
the annual ‘practise maneuvers for 
lack of sufficient fuel aliowance. 
Developmen: of , adequate naval 
bases on the Pacific coast and in 
the Hawaiian Islands will be made 
impossible, and the army will be 
compelled: to mark time in the 
strengthening of the land defense 
of the Panama canal, which has 
been proved vulnerable in the war 
games of the last three years. 

But prohibition enforcement is 
not to be stinted. The cost of en- 
forcing the dry law during the last 
fiscal year, including the operations 
of the coast guard and the con- 
struction of additional rum chasers, 
was in the neighborhood of $30,- 
000,000. 

With the increased force of pro- 
hibition agents and the strengthen- 
ing of the coast guard forces and 
emergency operations, for which 
deficiency appropriations will be 
asked at the next session of Con- 
gress, it is likely that even this 
huge outlay to regulate the appetite 
of American citizens will be exceed- 
ed this vear. 

The budget estimates for. 1928 
cal] for a still greater expenditure 
to make prohibition prohibit. From 
the viewpoint of the progress made 
in ‘achieving a more effective en- 
forcement of the law, the adminis- 
tration regards the increase in pro- 
hibition appropriations more than 
justified. 

The time is believed to be not 
far distant when the appropriation 
of $50,000,000 a year for prohibi- 
tion enforcement will be merely a 
routine budget item, unless the 
movement for modification of the 
Volstead act should be successful in 
the next two or three years. The 
more extreme drys are ready now to 
vote annual expenditures of $100,- 
000,000 or more to stamp out the 
illicit liquor traffic. They would 
offset this enormous additional 
government expenditure by curtail- 
ment of the army and navy. 

The Adirondacks, where the 
President is spending the summer, 
offers an illuminating illustration 
of the practical working of prohibi- 
tion enforcement at a cost of 
$30,000,000 a.year. Before the 
President came,

Ballston Spa., N. Y., Aug. 12 (By 
A. P.).—Orville S. Poland, head of 
the legal department of the New 
York State Antisaloon league, had 
no personal knowledge to substan- 
tiate his charge in a public state- 


ment, issued last~ Saturday, that 
gamblers understood the Saratoga 
Springs gambling investigation had 
been “fixed” with Gov. Smith so 
that the accused officials would be 
cleared. 

Testifying today in response to a 
subpena from Supreme Court Jus- 
tice ffernan, he said he based his 
statefhent on an affidavit by Sol 
Rosenberg, said to be an employe 
of Abraham Weinberg, a private de- 
tective, who has testified regarding 
gambling at Saratoga Springs. In 
this affidavit Rosenberg quotes 
Frank Kehoe, and a man named 
Goldman to the effect that they op- 
erated at Riley’s hotel and the Ar- 
rowhead inn after the investigation 
was started because “they did not 
have to worry; eevrything is fixed.” 

“Have you any knowledge Gov. 
Smith has been approached on this 
question?” asked James A. Leary, 
attorney for Sheriff Wilmot. 

“No,” was the reply. 

Jules Formel, who testified as a 
prosecution witness that District At- 
torney Andrus received payments 
from gambling houses, was recalled 
by the defense in an effort to break 
down his story that he was offered 
$35,000 while in prison to testify 
against Andrus, but he would not 
change his testimony. 


REPEAL TO BE FOUGHT 
BY MISSOURI'S DRYS 


Meeting Will Organize the 
Prohibitionists in Refer- 


endum Vote. 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 12 (By A. 
P.).—Missouri dry leaders today 
were perfecting plans for a State 
wide conference at Jefferson City, 
September 2, to protest against 
“surrendering the State to moon- 
shiners, bootleggers and their as- 
sociates in crime,’”’ by the proposed 
repeal of the State prohibition law. 
A referendum vote is to be taken 
in the November election. 

The-call for the meeting was is- 
sued by a committee, including 
former State Senator X. P. Wil- 
fley and David W. Hill, former 
speaker of the State house of rep- 
resentatives, both of St. Louis. The 
list of 250 signers was headed by 
Gov. Sam Baker and three former 
governors. 

The committee statement declares 
the proposal to repeal the State 
prohibition law is an indirect at- 
tack on the Constitution of the 
United States by withdrawal of the 
State’s support from the enforce- 
ment of prohibition. 

The committee acted independ- 
ently of the Antisaloon league and 
the W. C. T. U., which have an- 
nounced vigorous opposition to the 
referendum measure. The Mis- 
souri Association Against the Pro- 
hibition Amendment circulated the 
petitions which put the proposal on 
the ballots. 


Says Unions Bankrupt 
After English Strike 


Middlesbrough, England, Aug. 12 
(By A. P.).—J. Havelock Wilson, 
president of the Seamen’s Untfon, 
told a meeting of the men here to- 
day that nearly every trade union 
in Great Britain is bankrupt in 
consequence of the recent general 
strike.

Will Be Organized 
at Once. 


PROHIBITION DIRECTOR 
SEES ARIDITY COMING 


Employment of Bielaski Ac- 
knowledged and Method 
of Payment Explained. 


New York, Aug. 12 (By A. P.). 
Immediate organization of a ‘‘bu- 
reau of foreign control’’ in the pro- 
hibition department, to direct the 
practical application of the prohibi- 
tion agreement between this country 
and foreign nations was announced 
today by Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. 
Andrews. 

It is even possible, he acknowl- 
edged, that the work of this new 
bureau may entail sending prohibi- 
tion men to foreign ports. 

Gen. Andrews ‘who returned last 
night after reaching an agreement 
with English statesmen on the 
liquor smuggling situation, spent 
this afternoon at the University club 
in conference with United States 
Attorney Buckner and an assistant. 
Later he was scheduled to see Maj. 
Chester P. Mills, local administra- 
tor, before leaving for Washington. 

‘‘My first work in Washington,” 
he said, “will be to build up the 
machinery that will put into practi- 
cal effect the compacts we now 
have with Canada, Mexico and the 
European countries and especially 
the agreement just consummated 
with England. I plan to estabiish 
a new, small bureau of foreign con- 
trol which will have active super- 
vision of this work.”’ 

Asked if this meant that he would 
have special agents abroad, he re- 
plied: ‘‘It means the United States 
will, if there are any. But I expect 
we can do most of the work through 
the American consuls.”’ 

Although he would not disclose 
details of the agreement with Eng- 
land, Gen. Andrews was highly 
elated with the result of his trip. 


Effective Enforcement. 


“T belleve we are now on the 
high road to effective enforcement,”’ 
he said. Foreign governments are 
working with us to eliminate smug- 
gling, and we are making good 
progress toward the absolute con- 
trol of the diversion of industrial 
alcohol. 

During. his talk with newspaper 
men Gen. Andrews was asked con- 
cerning the status of A. Bruce 
Bielaski, who testified during the 
trial of members of the Dyer rum 
ring that he was special agent of 
Mr. Andrews here, receiving about 
$1,100 a month. 

The Dwyer defense pictured Bie- 
laski as a mysterious ‘‘under cover”’ 
man and an official investigation of 
his status resulted in a report by 
Comptroller General McCarl in 
Washington that the name of Bi- 
elaski did not appear on govern- 
ment rolls. 

‘“‘Mr. Bielaski is a secret agent,”’ 
Gen. Andrews said today. ‘‘That is 
why there is no record of him. He 
is not paid $1,100 a month or any 
other salary. He is paid for what 
might 
amount to $20,000 a vear. He is 
paid out of a fund for the purchase 
of evidence which Congress provid- 
ed at my request.”’ 

Gen. Andrews said that last year 
there was a $50,000 fund for the 
purchase of evidence in prohibition 
cases, but that at his request Con- 
gress had raised the amount to 
$250,000 this year. 

“Why all the uproar about the 
‘invisible government of Bielaski’ 
raised by the Dwyer defense coun- 
sel?” he asked. ‘‘Do they expect us 
to get évidence by standing on the 
street corners?’’ There are oth- 
er men working like’  Bielaski 
in other parts of the country. I 
would be a fool if I did not have 
them.,”’ 


GOVERNOR RELENTS: 
STAYS DEATH OF TRIO 


Three Accused in Holdup Mur- 
der Get Eleventh-Hour. 
Chance to Appeal. 


Boston, Aug. 12 (By A. P.) 


With death in the electric chair a} 


few short hours away three men in 
the death house of the Charlestown 
State prison tonight received news 
that they still had three months to 
live. At the eleventh hour Gov. Al- 
van T. Fuller, who previously had 
refused four times to stay the death 
sentences of John J. Devereaux, Ed- 
ward Heinlein and John J. Me- 
Laughlin, granted the men respite 
until November 18, that the courts 
might pronounce on appeals filed 
by their counsel. 

They were convicted of the mur- 
der of James Ferneau, aged night 
watchman of the Waltham car barn 
of the Middlesex & Boston Street 
railway, in a holdup. At: the trial 
Devereaux admitted that he clubbed 
the watchman to death while his 
companions were robbing the office 
of the car barn. 

The death sentence was to have 
been carried out during the present 
week, and would, have been the sec- 
ond triple electrocution in the his- 
tory of Massachusetts. 


Jury to Investigate 
Murder of Sheriff 


St. Clairsville, Ohio, Aug. 12 (By 
A. P.).—A special session of the 
Belmont county grand jury was 
summoned today by Judge Warren 
Cowen to meet Friday to investigate 
the slaying of Sheriff Samuel Dun- 
fee, who was fatally shot last week 
after he had stopped an automobile 
loaded with liquor. Two members 
of the grand jury are clergymen. 
Three suspects have been under ar- 
rest since the shooting. 

Mrs. May Dunfee, widow of the 
slain officer, who was appointed to 
complete her husband's term, as- 
sumed office today.

Officials Admit Bootleggers 
Have Not Been Deterred 
by Recent Move. 


HARMLESS SUBSTANCE 
TO TASTE BAD PLANNED 


Prohibition Chiefs Confer; 
Problems Confront Andrews 
on Return Today. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Something stronger than gaso- 
line—just what has not been de- 
termined—is to be put in industrial 
alcohol in an effort to outwit the 
resourceful bootlegger. 

Prohibition officials reached this 
decision yesterday, and passed on 
to government chemists the prob- 


lem of finding an effective denatur- 
ing process. Whatever is used, it 
was predicted, probably will smell 
bad and make the alcohol taste bad, 
but will be “‘harmless.”’ 

After a conference with Frank 
Dow, acting chief of the prohibition 
forces, and James M. Doran, chief 
chemist of the prohibition unit, 
acting Secretary Winston, of the 
Treasury, admitted that gasoline 
and other ingredients, put in in- 
dustrial alcohol to render it unfit 
fot beverage use, had not proven 
sufficient deterrents to gratify boot- 
leggers, and that a new denaturing 
substance must be found. 


Problems Confront Andrews. 


The problem of working out a 
new and effective formula is one of 
the many connected with prohibition 
enforcement, which will confront 
Assistant Secretary Andrews, chief 
of the prohibition forces, on his re- 
turn to Washington today from his 
mission to London. 

Andrews has been emphatic in 
declaring that the government has 


not sought to treat industrial alco- 


hol so as to make it deadly if used 
as a base for bootleg liquor, and it 
is the intention of prohibition offi- 
cials to guard against adoption of 
a denaturing formula that would 
prove so. 


Could Not Poison Drinkers. 


Wood alcohol, gasoline, kerosene 
and pyridines, officials insist, are 
now used in such insignificant 
quantities in denaturing alcohol 
that they could not poison drinkers 
even if not eliminated from it. 

Doran informed Secretary Win- 
ston yesterday that the recent order 
to place one-half gallon ‘‘approved 
gasoline’ in each 100 gallons of in- 
dustrial alcohol was proving more 
effective than any of the other de- 
naturing substances, but that the 
bootleg g¢hemist was gradually find- 
ing means to eliminate it. 


TURMOIL IN RUSSIA 
IS AGAIN REPORTED 


Trotsky Asking German Aid, 
Says One Account; Anti- 


Soviet Society Blamed. 


Bucharest, Rumania, Aug. 12 (By 
A. P.).—Sensational reports con- 
cerning the situation in soviet Rus- 
sia are again printed by the Bu- 
charest newspapers. 

Leon Trotsky, deposed war min- 
ister, is said to have ‘‘asked for 
German military aid,’’ and the so- 
viet opposition press is pictured as 
calling on the people to _ rebel 
against ‘‘the atrocities of Rykoff 
and Stalin.’’ 

The papers assert that a new 
antibolshevism secret organization 
called the Black Star, was respon- 
sible for the recently reported in- 
surrection in Russia. 

Reports of trouble in soviet Rus- 
sia have been given official denial 
in Moscow. The Tass agency, offi- 
cial news disseminator of the soviet 
government, in a dispatch to Lon- 
don on Monday said: ‘‘Reports of 
M. Stalin’s assassination, military 
revolts, mobilizations and disturb- 
ances on the Black sea are absolute 
nonsense. Everybody laughs at 
them.’’ 


FAMED NAVY AIRMEN 
GOING TO WEST COAST 


Comdr. Rodgers and- Long- 
Distance Scout Squadron to 
Be Based at San Diego. 


San Diego, Calif., Aug. 12 (By A. 
P.).—Several of the foremost pilots 
in the naval air service, including 
Lieut. Allan Snody, who. will 
attempt a_ transatlantic nonstop 
flight with Rene Fonck, noted 
French ace, on August 20, will be 
based with the special long distance 
scouting plane squadron at San 
Diego during the next ten months, 
it was learned today. 

This squadron, commanded by 
Comdr. John Rodgers, of Hawaiian 
flight fame, will consist of two new 
type PN-11 planes, two PN-10’s and 
possibly the PB-1. . 

According to information’ re- 
ceived here, Comdr. Rodgers, who 
is now at the Philadelphia naval air 
factory, accompanied by the pilots 
whom he will select for flight duty, 
will fly to San Diego from Philadel- 
phia, either by way of the Panama 
canal or around South America. 
About August, 1927, it is planned 
to attempt another nonstop flight 
from California to Hawaii, starting 
from San Diego.

Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 12 (By A. 
P.).—Gov. Austin Peay, who as 


the chief executive of Tennessee 
signed the antievolution bill, whose 
provisions Prof. John T. Scopes was 
convicted of violating in Rhea 
county, is renominated for.a third 
term by a majority of 8,220 votes 
over Hiil McAlister, State treasurer, 
by revised tabulations of the com- 
plete official count. The revision 
adds 104 votes to Gov. Peay’s ma- 
jority. 

Peay received 96,508 yotes and 
McAlister 88,288, while Dr. John R. 
Neal, chief defender of Prof. Scopes, 
who finished third in the guberna- 
torial count, received about 2,000 
votes. 


DENYING CANDIDACY, 
WATSON LAUDS TARIFF 


Tells Farmers That Solution of 
Their Ills Is Not in Fighting 
Protective Policy. 


LEGISLATION FOR SURPLUS 


Mount Vernon, Ill., Aug. 12 (By 
A. P.).—Agriculture was warned 
today by Senator James E. Watson, 
of Indiana, that it will not find the 
solution of its ills by turning against 
the protective tariff. 

In an address prepared for the 
annual picnic of the Illinois Agri- 
cultural association, the senator de- 
clared that ‘“‘the farmer’s real prob- 
lem is to maintain the protective 
tariff for all phases of our industry 
and to make it effective in its ap- 
plication to hfs products,”’ 

He prefaced his address with the 
assertion that ‘‘I am not a candidate 
for President and shall not be.” 

Tracing the faults in the agricul- 
tural structure, the senator said ex- 
ports of grain and grain products 
fell off 19 per cent in 1925. In- 
creasing cultivation of grain land in 
Canada and the Argentine was 
called a further cause of the grain 
price decline. 

‘Notwithstanding all that has 
been done for the farmer by way of 
legislation,’’ the senator added, 
“there is one thing more that needs 
to be done, and that is to make ar- 
rangement by legislation to take 
care of his surplus product.”’ 


BELGIUM NOW SEEKS 
REMISSION OF DEBTS 


Former Service Men Will 
Launch Campaign in 


Near Future. 
Brussels, Belgium, Aug. 12 (By 
A. P.).—An appeal to the American 
people to “refuse to collaborate in 


the ruin of Belgium’’ will be 
launched at a manifestation being 
organized for an early date by Bel- 
gian ex-service men in cooperation 
with patriotic societies. 

Belgium’s financial situation is 
such that parliament last month 
granted King Albert dictatorial 
powers during the crisis. The Bel- 
gian franc has suffered a slump 
similar to ,the French. It was 
quoted today in New York at 2.74% 
cents, aS compared with a normal 
prewar value of 19.3. 

Belgium’s debt to the United 
States has been funded. Betause 
of her special position as one of the 
greatest sufferers from the war in- 
vasion, she pays no interest on her 
prearmistice debt of $171,780,000. 
On other loans, totaling $246,000,- 
000, she pays, as do the British, over 
a period of 62 years, with a sliding 
scale of interest. 


STEWART PROMISES 
FARM AID SUPPORT 


Cummins’ Successor, in First 
Speech, Says That He Will 
Fight for Relief. 


Charokee, Iowa, Aug. 12 (By A. 
P.).—Iowa farm relief advocates 
today found reassurance in the [first 
public speech of David W. Stewart 
Since ihs appointment to succeed 
Senator .Albert B. Cummins. The 
new senator declared he would car- 
ry on an aggressive fight in the 
coming session of Congress for agri- 
cultural legislation satisfactory to 
the mid West. 

Speaking before a home coming 
crowd here, Senator Stewart de- 
clared: 

“I deplore sectionalism and prc- 
vincialism. The great strength of 
our nation always has been in Its 
political and economic unity.

Birmingham, Ala., Aug. 12 (By 
A. P.).—Bibb Graves, candidate 
for governor, who told the voters 
that if he were elected ‘Alabama 
would not be the tail for the Tam- 
many tiger’? was leading his near- 


est opponent, Charles S. McDowell, 
jr., by 8,377 votes tonight. A 
count of second choice votes will 
be necessary, but McDowell's 
friends concede -that Graves, second 
choice votes will exceed Mec- 
Dowell’s.

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CANDY KID" OF GOOD 
FAMILY, BEGAN LIFE 
OF CRIMINAL AS BOY 


Fined $2 for Disorderly Con- 
duct at the Age of 7; 
Deserted Navy. 


MET GANG MEMBERS 
WHILE AT REFORMATORY 


Band That Got $1,000,000 
in Plunder Now Is All 
Accounted For. 


The authorities of three cities 
vied for the custody of Richard 


Reese Whittemore when his spec- 
tacular career of crime was halted 
at pistol-end early on the morning 
of March 19. They attributed at 
least five murders to him and his 
gang. and innumerable assaults. 
New York city authorities alone 
thought they could connect him 
with enough <‘‘stick-ups,’’ burglaries 
and “‘hijacking’’ cases to keep him 
in the. penitentiary for the remain- 
der of his life. 

But it came to the question of 
which city could sive him the death 
penalty with the least difficulty. 

The New York city authorities 
had only the deaths of three mem- 
bers of his gang in the way of bid- 
ding for the ‘kid’s’’ neck, while 
Buffalo had the murders of a bank 
messenger and his guard. Balti- 
more, the ‘“kid’s’’ home: town, bid 
the murder of Holtman, for 
Which Whittemore finally was 
hanged. 

Buffalo was given the first chance 
at him, though. and failed to convict 
him. Whittemore’s pals produced 
alibis and the case resulted in a 
mistrial. Then the combined police 
forces, rather than risk a second 
trial, turned to their Baltimore as- 
sociates with the plain implication: 

“Here. you take him and see what 
vou can do.’ 


Came of Good Family. 


Whittemore was the product of 
those red-brick, white-stooped, row 
dwellings of Baltimore, a _ type 
which strikes the Washingtonian 
with a sense of deadly monotony the 
minute he enters the city, either by 
train, interurban, bus or automo- 
bile. He was born in Hampden, a 
suburb, in 1902, the son of upstand- 
ing, God-fearing ‘parents, whose 
name to this day carries the respect 
of Baltimore. 

His mother sang in the choir of 
a Methodist church, and his father 
was and is a stationary engineer, 
though his son’s escapades have left 
him virtually incapable of carrying 
on his work for the last several 
months. 

The father has told of Dick’s fall 
from the window at the age of 2 
and his landing on his head, and 
has suggested that this was respon- 
sible for the subsequent diabolical 
trend of his son’s mind. 

If the blow was responsible, its 
effect was not long in being felt. 

While still in his early teens, the 
boy stole the toys of his playmates, 
fruit from the hucksters and hymn 
books from the church in which his 
mother sang. Dick’s sister grew 
into fine womanhood and is now 
the wife of a New England State 
senator. A brother displayed one 
wayward fling early in life and 
spent some time at St. Mary’s re- 
formatory, but he quickly mended 
his ways and is now the head of @ 
family, and a hard working citizén 
of Baltimore. 


Fined at Age of Seven. 


Dick at 


But the age of 7 was 
$2 for 


fined $2 “disorderly conduct,”’ 
and at the age of 15 was in the 
Maryland State reformatory. Just 
prior to thig, time he had enlisted 
in the navy, in 1916, but he was 
discharged because of, physical dis- 
ability. 

When he came out from his first 
imprisonment he again enlisted in 
the navy, this time-for service in 
the world war. He had hardly 
donned the uniform of a 
when he was sent 
mouth disciplinary barracks for lar- 
ceny. Subsequently released, he 


was assigned to a ship in New York | 


harbor, which he forthwith deserted 
and came back to his Baltimore 
haunts. 

It was at this time that he mar- 
ried Margaret Meshler, who em- 
braced Dick’s manner of living and 
subsequently won the sobriquet of 
police renown, “‘The Tiger Girl.’’ 
She was a good girl, though, ac- 
cording to the police. She just 
leaned toward the glow of the night 
lights, with the romance and ad- 
venture it offered her, rather than 
— the commonplace of family 
ife. 

Although she was of the Catholic 
faith, she married Whittemore in 
a Methodist church. But accord- 
ing to the story told by Whitte- 
more to the New York police, he 
subsequently accepted her faith. 


Mother Dies Broken-Hearted. 


About this time, the boy’s mother 
died of tuberculosis, her end gen- 
erally believed to have been hasten- 
ed by the folly of her son. 

The “‘Candy Kid,’’ as he came to 
be known, was still a seoond rater 
in crime when, in 1920 or there- 
abouts, he was sent to the Elmira, 
N. Y., reformatory for robbery. But 
here there germinated the gang 
that was later to terrorize Balti- 
more, New York and Buffalo. He 
met Tony Paladino, whose crafty 
mind and fearlessness were objects 
of admiration for the youth who 
now was rapidly learning the finer 
art of crime. 

As evidence of what Paladino’s 
tutelage did for him, Whittemore 
‘‘pulled a job’’ when he got back to 
Baltimore which brought him three 
years in the Maryland penitentiary. 
Now he was at last out of the re- 
formatory class—-no mean gradua- 
tion, in the esteem of the under- 
world. 

It was October 16, 1921, when he 
went to the penitentiary, and there 


he met the man who was subse- 


quently to be the master mind of 
the gang——Leon Kramer. Kramer 
and his brother, Jake-——the latter 
with a head full of desperate fear- 
lessness—were rounding out the 
end of a 10-year ‘‘stretch.” 

The two Kramers, of foreign 
birth, as were most of those of 
Whittemore’s gang, had introduced

the ‘‘can opener’ method of cut- 
ting into safes. 

Dick was released from the pen- 
itentiary in May,: 1924, receiving 
time off for good behavior, 
the Kramers shortly followed him 
to freedom. The big gang was 
not yet to be organized, however. 
Dick plied around Baltimore at the 
head of roving marauders, the 
spawn of the water front. 

On December 6, 1924, Dick, with 
three companions, stole revenue 


badges and broke intoa bootlegger'’s | 


house, stealing 10 gallons of whisky, 
some money and a fur coat. They 
also beat the woman occupant of 
the house into insensibility. 

A month later, the new year 
found, him in a raid on a political 
club. Here the gang pressed the 
club members into a washroom, 
trussed them up, gathered up 
$2,400 and a quantity of booze, and 
fled to Philadelphia. 


“Tiger Girl’’ Acquires Name. 


It was at this juncture that the 
police blotters first reveal the wife 
as not only a wife but a camp- 
follower of the “Kid” in his es- 
capades. 

On the night of January 14, 
1925, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
detectives broke into a room for 
the ‘‘Kid’’ and his gang. With five 
or six pistols leveled at her head, 
the girl turned quickly to a chif- 
fonier, drew out three revolvers, 
and tossing one to Dick and one 
to his chief associate, opened fire 
with the third pistol. Dick and 
his companion, with the odds 
against them, refused to open fire 
and the girl was subdued. She put 
up such a fight that then and there 
she came to be known as the ‘Tiger 
Girl.”’ 

Dick, a man named Schaefer and 
the Baltimore hoodlums whom 
they led were brought back tothat 
city, and Dick was sentenced to 
fifteen years on January 25, 19265. 

Because of his mild and appar- 
ently subdued mien, the peniten- 
tiary officials let him go back and 
forth between the hospital, where 
he was being treated for a serious 
disease, and the cells unattended, 
the various guards merely calling 
his appearance and departures to 
the other guards as he moved 
through the corridors. 


Killing of Holtman. 


It was in the course of this rou- 
tine that the guard, Robert H. 
Holtman, greeted him February 
20, when he came down from the 
hospital to a corridor on the third 
story. But the response which the 
guard received was unexpected. 
The ‘‘Kid’’ whipped a lead pipe 
from his shirt and struck him a 
terrific blow, rendering him un- 
conscious. Quickly he rifled Holt- 
man of his keys and sped onward 
to the next corridor. , En route he 
encountered a negro trusty and 
subdued him. Speeding down the 
three flights of inclosed corridors 
and through two steel-grated gates 
he was soon at liberty. 

It is at this stage that the big 
gang of terrorists is believed to 
have organized and embarked upon 
its campaign which, according to 
the police, netted more _ than 
$1,000,000 worth of plunder in less 
than a year. Leon Kramer’s crafty 
mind is credited with having de- 
vised the plans, but there is no 
questioning Dick’s leadership. It 
was he who led the gangsters into 
action. With Jake Kramer, he 
formed the advanced wave, while 
the others were placed at strategic 
points, to kill anyone who inter- 
vened or who stood in the way. 


First .of Major Crime Series. 

The gang is said first to: have 
swept down on Baltimore, where, 
on February 24, six’ of them in a 
racing machine crowded another 
machine to the curb, shot a mes- 
senger and his guard and escaped 
with $16,304. A few days later 
they struck again in the same city,

Then came $650,000 in jewelry, on 
September 14 and three weeks later 
$30,000. After holding up a jew- 
elry salesman and getting another 
$25,000 worth of gems, they are 
said to have jumped to Buffalo for 
the anticlimax of their career. 

As three bank guards alighted 
from a van with $117,000 in cur- 
rency, two men appeared and shot 
two of the guards to death and se- 
riously wounded the third. Sweep- 
ing up the money, the bandits 
dropped one bag and ran through 
the crowd to the corner, where two 
men were waiting for them in an 
automobile. This is the crime for 
which Whittemore later was tried, 
the result being a mistrial. 

Two days later Dick settled a lit- 
tle matter in Baltimore. ‘‘Spike’’ 
Kenny had been “‘fogling’’ with his 
wife, so he was called from a road- 
house the night of October 31 and 
some lead pumped into his body, 
but he survived. 

Last Crime Nets $175,000. 

The last-known crime, and the 
one that brought the largest haul, 
took place in New York a few weeks 
later, when representatives of a dia- 
mond house were held up and re- 
lieved of $175,000 worth of the 
glittering gems. 

Whittemore was arrested as he 
emerged, in dapper array, from a 
New York night club the morning 
of’ March 19. His heavy spending 
and luxurious living generally had 
brought him to the police’s atten- 
tion. There was a running pistol 
fight, but he finally was captured. 

Of the other members of the 
gang, Simon Gilden and Tony Pala- 
dino mét death at various times, 
seemingly in brawls over the divisi- 
on of spoils. Langrella, who be- 
friended the ‘‘Kid,”’ was found dead 
in New York, too, after a visit to 
the gang.

Promptly at midnight a guard 
led the party in single file down a 
narrow @ight of winding stairs. It 
was stifling hot. After several 
hundred feet the party entered into 
a court and walked briskly across 
it for a distance of approximately 
two blocks. Then they were hud- 
| dled in the death chamber. Four 
{men in shirt sleeves stood, on the 
balcony, nervously watching. the 
door which opened onto it. A rope 
dangled loosely from the ceiling 
into a noose over the trap door, its 
other end running through a hole 
in the whitewashed wall behind 
which the executioner sat, unidenti- 
fled, in his grim seat. 

Hardly had the _ party been 
pressed into the chamber before the 
door opened and Whittemore ap- 
peared. Chaplain Charles S. Biggs 
and two stalwart guards accompa- 
nied him. He was placed quickly 
on the trap door, retaining that 
sickly smile all the while. The at- 
tendants moved toward him quick- 
ly, but they were so ‘nervous that 
they fumbled in placing the noose 
about his neck, fashioning it so that 
the. knot lay on the nape of his 
neck. They fumbled, too, in plac- 
ing the black hood over his face. 
Then the condemned man was but 
a black bundle, immobile under the 
glistening lights. 


Whittemore Is Hanged. 


As one attendant kept his hand 
on the Kid’s shoulder the other 
stepped back and threw up his 
hands. Two seconds, perhaps three, 
and there was a thud, followed 
quickly by another one as the boy’s 
body jerked at the end of the taut 
rope. 

No one in the chamber moved. 
Those on the balcony disappeared. 
The body was left there dangling 
aimlessly for ten minutes and then 
Dr. Powers went to it with his 
stethoscopes. He made a thorough 
examination and five minutes later 
pronounced the Kid dead. Then the 
body was cut down, the shaw! and 
hood and bindings removed. The 
body of the Kid was placed in 
a wicker basket, there to remain 
till later today when it will be 
claimed. 

As newspaper men rushed from 
the building for their waiting wires 
another crowd had gathered. There 
were questions from_ shifty-eyed 
men: ‘Did he die game?’’ Well, 
he died in what has come to be 
known as game. 


Alone in Last Hours. 


Whittemore spent the last sev- 
eral hours of his life alone. His 
wife, her widow's weeds already 
purchased, bade him an anguished 
good-by in the afternoon. The 
“‘Kids’s’’ broken-hearted father, his 
brother, Rawlings V. Whittemore, 
jr., and his sister-in-law, Mrs. R. V. 
Whittemore, jr., accompanied her. 

There seemed to be nothing of af- 
fected bravado as Dick urged them 
to remain calm.. ‘“‘Com¢ on now, 
Chickie,’’ he urged his young wife, 
“be brave.’ His last concern was 
mostly for his mate, the ‘Tiger 
Girl,” who, even as she came from 
the” penitentiary, had reyenge and 
hate in her heart.

Spiritual advisers, a Catholic and 
Protestant clergyman, came occa- 
sionally to his cell, but got only a 
polite tolerance for their reward. 

As night fell over the grim prison 
walls, hardly more than ten blocks 
from the heart of the city, hundreds 
of children played gleefully across 
the street. Motorists out for relier 
from the heat rode around the high 
walls, patrolled by armed guards in 
uniform. Young women of the 
neighborhood, chewing gum and 
free in the use of cosmetics, strolled 
leisurely about with their swains. 

Boys and girls in the earliest 
teens dodged traffic and shouted 
gleefully, ‘“‘He ain’t got but a few 
hours to live.’’ 


Traffic Kept Block Away. 


Later in the evening some 100 
policemen in uniform and in plain 
clothes surrounded the penitentiary 
and kept traffic a block away. There 
had been rumors and reports thata 
strong armed contingent of New 
York’s gangland was to seek a re- 
lease. 

More than two score newspaper- 
men representing all of the metro- 
politan dailies were on hand, and 
telegraphic facilities were set up in 
Bannion’s new beer saloon just 
across the street. 

At 8 o’clock the Kid ate heartily 
of an especially, prepared meal of 
strongly Italian Wavor. He asked 
for wine, reminis@ent of the sweet 
cup of life which he tasted in New 
York’s night life. This was denied. 

His spiritual advisors visited him 
again at night, but there was no 
outward show of repentance from 
the Kid, though their mere visit 
must have done him good, this late

As the night wore on it seemed 
that all the children in the neigh- 
borhood and other neighborhoods 
had been turned out for the night 
and the occasion.

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GERMANS DENY AIDING 
RECOVERY OF FRANC 


Private Financiers May Buy 
Loan if One Is to 
Be Floated. 


Berlin, Aug. 12.—Reports cir- 
culating here today that the Reichs- 
bank was willing to assist the 
French government in stabilizing 
the franc were characterized as 
nonsensical. The Reichsbank has 
no desire to do anything of the 
kind; it was declared. 

However, if France contemplated 
floating an international loan for 
the purpose, it is not believed that 
private financiers would be hostile. 
In connection with these reports 
it is said Germany contemplates re- 
covery of the Saar area by buying 
out the French. The German gov- 
ernment is aware that France has 
abandoned every expectation that 
the Saar plebiscite in 1935 will go 
against Germany. The coal mines 
belong to France under the treaty 
of Versailles, but if Germany bought 
them then there would be no rea- 
son why the whole Saar area should 
not be incorporated into German 


territory.

Weather Provides 
Forest Fire Check 


Missoula, Mont., Aug. 12 (By A. 
P.). --Favorable weather in most of 
the forest areas of the far North- 
west aided firefighters materially 
today in checking the flames which 
have been eating through valuable 
timber for several weeks. 

The most menacing fire was dur- 
ing tonight in the Clearwater for- 
est, where each gust of wind seat- 
ters the flames and starts innumer.- 
able spot fires. 

Four of the largest fires on the 
Kaniksu reserve now are under 
control, but it will require an ad- 


ditional hundred miles of trench to

hold all the flames on that forest. 
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THE PRELIMINARY BUDGET. 


According to reports from White Pine camp, 
the preliminary budget for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1928, fixed by the President, is 
approximately $3,270,000,000, which is about 
$55,000,000 in excess of ordinary expenditures 
for this fiscal year, exclusive of the Postoffice 
Department. 

The excess of this year is accounted for by 
last-minute legislation by Congress appropriat- 
ing $36,000,000 for pensioas of civil war and 
Spanish war veterans, $18,000,000 additional 
funds for the veterans’ bureau, $16,000,000 
additional for the first time payments to the 
Federal retirement fund, and $5,000,000 for 
schools and construction in the District of 
Columbia. But this new burden of $75,000,000 
was cut some $20,000,000 by the reduction of 
operating expenses in several departments. 

It is estimated that the Treasury surplus on 
July 1 next will not exceed $150,000,000 
which the Treasury considers altogether too 
small to admit of any further tax reduction. 

The maximum limit for public expenditures 
during the next fiscal year do not include per- 
manent and indefinite charges on the Treasury, 
such as interest on the public debt, sinking 
fund and other retirement funds, and ordinary 
permanent and indefinite expenditures, which 
this fiscal year amount to more than $1,337,- 
000,000. 


TRUST COMPANIES AS GUARDIANS. 


Published accounts of an order recently 
issued to guardianship officers of the veterans’ 
bureau to conduct a national check-up of the 
manner in which trust companies are carrying 
out their work as guardians has centered inter- 
est on the method evolved for handling such 
Fanscn. Readjustment of the machinery of the 
bureau for the protection of mentally incom- 
petent veterans is gradually taking place. The 
survey to be undertaken is not expected to show 
any widespread improper practices, but is to be 
utilized merely to guide the future course of 
Officials of the bureau. 

In the future, the bureau announces, trust 
companies will be made the basis of the entire 
guardianship structure, and no individual will 
be permitted to undertake the care of more 
than five wards. Since this restriction -will 
not apply to trust companies, it is expected that 
it will serve to discourage the appointment of 
individuals as guardians, for such guardianship 
is profitable only in wholesale lots. Further- 
more, whenever possible, favor will be shown 
to trust companies in making new appoint- 
ments. 

Every effort is being made to encourage, on 
the part of trust companies, creation and ex- 
tension of facilities for personal contact with 
their wards. In some cases, it is pointed out, 
this is being done by trust officers, in others 
by some established welfare agency. The new 
arrangements seem to be well planned. As 
business institutions, one of whose functions it 
is to act in the capacity of guardian of indi- 
viduals, it will probably be found that the 
trust companies will administer the estates of 
veterans in a highly satisfactory manner. 


BRITISH MINERS RECALCITRANT, 


The rejection by the British miners of the 
churchmen’s peace plan for a settlement of the 
coal strike is a direct rebuff to their leaders, 
who had recommended its adoption. It is a 
heavy blow, in particular, to Herbert Smith, 
» their president, and to Arthur J. Cook, their 
secretary, for among the districts that turned 
down the proposal are Smith’s county of York- 
shire and Cook’s county of Lancashire. The 
vote was 333,036 for and 367,650 against, the 
majority against thus being 34,614. Scotland 

declined to vote either way. All the districts 
of England and Wales appear to have been 
in favor of the church proposition, except York- 
shire, Lancashire, Cheshire, Cumberland, and 
the Forest of .Dean. The Forest of Dean, ly- 
ing between the Severn and the Wye, is in 
Gloucestershire, and therefore belongs to the 

West county, but all the other opposing sec- 

tions are in the North, which, by its vote, has 
once more demonstrated its unyielding fixity of 

purpose and the grim ‘tenacity with which it 
clings to any cause it takes up. The strike is 
now 104 days old, and its settlement seems to 
be as far off as ever, for the operators had 
already refused to consider the churchmen’s 
plan, and Prime Minister Baldwin had rejected 
it, because its acceptance by him would mean 
another subsidy, which he was not prepared to 
recommend. 
The Daily Herald, the official British labor 
_ organ, assigns three reasons for the miners’ 
vote: 1, their suspicion of ‘‘class bias’ in the 

Church of England; 2, their objection to com- 

pulsory outside arbitration on wages; 3, their 

feeling that, as Premier Baldwin had negatived, 


with some emphasis,’ the churchmen’s plea, 


there was no earthly use in their accepting it.

ILLINOIS PRIMARY LAW INVALID. 


The unanimous decision of three Illinois cir- 
cuit court judges that the primary law of that 
State, under which senatorial candidates re- 
cently were nominated, is invalid and in viola- 
tion of the constitution, creates a situation that 
will be watehed with great interest through- 
out the country. 

A former primary law was held to be un- 
constitutional by the supreme court of Illinois 
and the present law was enacted in 1910 ata 
special session of the legislature called for that 
purpose. Since then all candidates for public 
office have been nominated under its provisions. 
The court which has just held this law uncon- 
stitutional based its opinion upon the holdings 
of the supreme court of the State in the earlier 
cases. Legal reasons assigned are:immaterial. 

The question uppermost naturally is what 
effect such a decision will‘have upon the poli- 
tical fortunes of the gentlemen of both parties 
nominated for office under the, repudiated 
primary law. Upon this point there is a diver- 
gence of opinion among Illinois lawyers and 
politicians, but the consensus appears to be 
that if the court of last resort should uphold 
the three circuit judges before election day 
a serious situation would be created. If the 
lower court is sustained at a later date the elec- 
tion of officials nominated under the primary 
law could not be attacked because public policy 
would not justify a challenge of their right 
to hold office. 

The supreme court of Illinois is now in re- 
cess and will not reconvene until October. 
It has a heavy docket before it, and this case 
could not be reached at an unusually early 
day, it is said, even if expedited. By that time 
the election will have been held and certificates 
of election given to successful candidates. The 
primary law, however, may be torn to pieces, 
and future action undertt prohibited. Nomina- 
tion by primaries in Illinois would be set aside; 
then would come political conventions, a res- 
toration of party government, and reelection of 
candidates responsible to the -parties which 
name them.

Every element in America’s social structure 
has benefited through the efforts of the chair- 
man of the immigration committee and his re- 
fusal to lend a sympathetic ear to those whose 
personal interests would have been served 
through a continuance of unrestricted immi- 
gration. bg

TRACTORS, PLOWS AND MOWERS. 


Of a total production of farm equipment 
valued at $383,736,736 which the manufac- 
turers in the United States turned out of their 
plants in 1925 there were exported imple- 
ments and machinery aggregating in value 
$64,934,212. The largest items were farm 
tractors and engines, the aggregate value of 
which was $27,537,859. 

There is a growing foreign demand for trac- 
tors and tractor engines. The shipments of 
these in 1925 were nearly 70 per cent greater 
than in 1924, and just about double those of 
the preceding year. Next to tractors the 
greatest demand was for harvesting machin- 
ery, plows, machines for preparing crops for 
use, and mowers and rakes. In almost every 
item of aids to agriculture the American pro- 
ducer finds a_ steadily growing market 
throughout the world. 

In spite of the depression in some icul- 
tural regions in this country the sales farm 
machinery were decidedly greater in 1925 
,than during the preceding year. There have 
been pronounced increases from year to year 
since 1922 in the production of corn binders, 
milking machine units, and windmills, ‘and 
since 1923 in the production of house water- 
supply systems. 


BRANCH BANKING. 


One of the important bills left over after 
adjournment of Congress because of differ- 
ences of opinion in the two houses is the so- 
called McFadden bill, amending the national 
bank laws touching branch banking. Repre- 
sentative McFadden, chairman of the House 
banking committee, has written the national 
bankers of the country asking them to inform 
members of Congress of their wishes in con- 
nection with the so-called Hull amendments to 
the McFadden banking bill. Mr. McFadden 
writes: . 

The proposed legislation is in the inter- 
est not only of the national banks, but it 
is a matter of serious concern to the busi- 
ness interests of the United States, be- 
cause if the bill does not become a law the 
surest foundation of the Federal Reserve 
system will be weakened by the conver- 
sion of many national banks into State 
banks. 

The bill failed because of a disagreement 
between the two houses over branch banking. 
The so-called Hull amendments, eliminated by 
the Senate, prohibited national banks from 
branch banking in States not now permitting 
branch banking by State banks; the argument 
being made that national banks will not agitate 
for branch banking in those States, in order 
to keep State banks from having a privilege 
which the Hull amendments deny to national 
banks. There are now 27 antibranch-bank- 
ing States. 

Under the House plan, 299 nonmember and 
State member banks with branches will be pro- 
hibited from becoming national banks. Under 
the Senate plan, these banks are invited to 
cease their State-wide branch banking and be- 
come national banks. 

Under the compromise plan, branch banking 
by national banks is permitted in the 22 States 
permitting branch banking in cities of 100,- 
000 population and over. Six of the 22 States 
are eliminated because they have no cities with 
100,000 population or over. 

Both the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
comptroller of the eurrency announce they do 
not. see the necessity of the so-called Hull 
amendments; and favor the’ compromise plan 
with the. Hull amendments eliminated. 

Touching the McFadden bill, the comptroller 
of the ‘currency in his 1925 annual 
says:

The enactment of the provision above 
teferred to (branch banking limited) 
would have a strong tendency toward 
‘restoring the equilibrium between the 
State and national banks within the Fed- 
eral Reserve system in branch banking 
territory, and would undaubtedly have the 
further effect of preserving the stability 
and permanence of the Federal Reserve 
system itself. 


Chairman McFadden wishes the national 
bankers themselves to express their opinion, 


so that the next Congress may be guided in its 
course.

Twenty-one States apparently are 
overrepresented in Congress at the 
present time, a study of census fig- 
ures indicates, as the result of the 
failure of Congress to pass a reap- 
portionment law based on the 1920 
population returns. The apparent 
overrepresentation arises from the 
fact that these States have not in- 
creased in population as rapidly as 
the States underrepresented in 
Congress, whose situation was out- 
lined in the first 
ries,

Were Congress to pass a reap- 
portionment law continuing the 
present ratio of representation—-one 
member of the House to every 211,- 
877 of population-—these 21 States 
would gain no additional members. 
The other 27 States, as already 
stated, would show gains in mem- 


bership of from one to six rep- 
resentatives each. The 21 States 
whose membership in the House 
vould remain stationary, together 
with the number of representatives 
from each State. are as follows: 

Colorado, 4: Delaware, 1: Idaho, 
2; Indiana, 13; Iowa,*11; Kansas, 
8: Kentucky, 11; Louisiana, 8; 
Maine, 4; Mississippi, 8; Missouri, 
16; Montana, 2: Nebraska, 6: Ne- 
vada, 1; New Hampshire, 2; North 
Dakota, 3; Rhode Island, 3; South 
Dakota,- 3; Utah, 2; Vermont, 2, 
and Wyoming, 1. 

Not only would these States fail 
to gain in representation, but. if 
Congress were to raise the ratio of 
representation to the point where 
the present membership of the 
House would not be enlarged, some 
of these States would lose a mem- 
ber or two at present sitting in Con- 
gress. To prevent expansion of the 
present House membership beyond 
435, the ratio of rewsresentation 
would be one member of the House 
to every 242,000 inhabitants. Even 
then, because of fractional repre- 
sentation (Nevada, for instance, 
with 77.000, population, and Wyom- 
ing, With about 195,000, each far 
below the ratio for the whole eoun- 
try, have one member apiece in the 
House) the membership would have 
to be increased by 3, or to 438. 


How States Lose. 


With the ratio of representation 
fixed at 1 member to eyery 242,000 
inhabitants, as disclosed by the 
1920 census, Missouri would lose 
2 of its present 16 seats. and In- 
diana. Towa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maine, Mississippi, Ne- 
braska and Vermont each would be 
deprived of 1 seat—a reduction of 
11 seats in the case of 10 States. 

Nine States, on that basis, would 
be given additional representation, 
as follows: California, four ad- 
ditional: Michigan, two: New Jer- 
sev, one; New Mexico, one; North 
Carolina, one: Ohio, two; Okla- 
homa. one: Texas, one, and Wash- 
ington, one.

Washington's Plight. 


These political orphans, number- 
ing now more than 500,000-—and 
strangely misfit to a nation whose 
basic law is built on the right to 
vole —apparently were utterly dis- 
regarded by Congress fifteen years 
‘azo when it passed the present re- 
| apportionment law. The nonvoting 
population of Washington then was 
not deducted from the voting pop- 
ulation of the entire Nation in 
reaching the ratio of one represent- 
ative to every 211.877 inhabitants. 
Had it been deducted, the ratio 
would have been one representative 
to every 210,679 population. 

The wording of the Constitu- 
tion is gapable of various interpre- 
tations as to the legality of the ap- 
portionment because of the failure | 
to deduct the nonvoting portion of 
the population resident in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Clearly, how- 
ever, the ratio of, representation, 
disregarding voteless Washington 
(which was figured in the count as 
if its citizens had the vote) was 
thrown off balance at the very out- 
set of the 1911 apportionment.

New York, Aug. 12 (By the Asso- 
ciated Press).—Directors of the 
General Motors Corporation today 
cut their long-awaited ‘‘melon”’ by 
declaring a stock dividend of 50 per 
cent on the common stock and au- 
thorizing the payment of the reg- | 
ular quarterly cash disbursement 
of $1.75 on the increased common 
stock, including that distributed as 
a stock dividend. All dividends on 
the common were payable Septem- 
ber 11 to stock of record August 21. 
The regular quarterly dividends 
also were declared on the three se- 


nior securities—6 and 7 per cent 


preferred stock and 6 per cent de- 
benture stock. 

The corporation has outstanding 
5,800,000 shares of common stock, 
including -628.400 issued for the 


Fisher Body properties of the 19.- 
000,000 authorized. so that the dis- 
tribution of the stock dividend will 
bring the total amount outstav¥ding 
to nearlv 9,000,000 shares.’ The 
annual dividend requirements on 
the common, if the present $7 rate 
is maintained, will be nearly $63, 
000,000. In the first six months 
of this year the corporation’s earn- 
ings applicable to common divi- 
dends were $93,285,674, or rough- 
ly 1% times the regular dividend 
reqnirements on the augmented 
stock issue. 

The outlook at the present time 
is satisfactory was the only com- 
ment made after today’s meeting 
by President Alfred 8B.

The efforts of the Richard Byrd 
Boulevard association to obtain a 
right of way along the straight-to- 
the bridge route has the approval of 
Dr. Samuel M. Johnson, director of 
the Lee Highway, association, ac 
cording to the statement of Arthur 
Orr. president of the straight-to-the- 
bridge organizaion, in a_ letter 
which he sent vesterday to william 
L. Bragg, chairman of the Virginia 
regional development commission. 
The letter was given to Mr. Bragg 
prior to a tour of inspection of the | 
proposed route by the commission. 
Mr. Orr quoted a paragraph from 
a letter recently addressed to him 
by Dr. Johnson as follows: 

“We believe that the. time has 
come for the citizens of Arlington 
county to formulate a highway pro- 
gram adequate to meet the needs 
of a rapidly growing part of Wash- 
ington. This will include the wid- 
enirg of the right of way of a num- 
ber of roads. and our organization 
considers a right of wav 100 feet 
wide should be obtained from Falls 
Church along Memorial road 
through Ballston and Clarendon to 
connect with the Lee boulevard at 
Porter woods.’ 

“The Richard Byrd Boulevard 
association.”’ declares Mr. Orr in his 
letter to Mr. Bragg, “is devoting 
itself to the task of obtaining the 
right of way which Dr. Johnson 
emphasizes as being of immediate 
vital importance to the welfare of 
Arlington county.” 

That the Straighbt-to-the-Bridze 
organization is not opposing the 
southerly route for the Lee boule- 
vard is clearly indicated by Mr. 
Orr, who declares in his letter to 
Mr. Bragg that it*’is not the desire 
of his organization, ‘‘to have you 
consider the straight-to-the-bridge 
route with any reference to its 
suitability as a right of way’ for Lee 
boulevard. Our only purpose is to 
develop a highway approach to the 
Memorial bridge at fhe one end and 
an outlet to the State highway at 
the other, which the present eco- 
nomic requirementsofthe Clarendon 
and Ballston sections necessitates 
and which will facilitate the proper 
boulevard and highway develop- 
ment of the metropolitan area of 
Greater Washington.”’ 

The other members of the Vir- 
ginia commission making the tour 
of inspection were State Senator 
Frank L. Ball, of Arlington county, 
and H. Earlston Hanes, of Fairfax 
county: Maj.

GUNMEN ARE IN HIDING 


Chicago, Aug. 12 (By A. P.).— 
Prohibition was blamed as the font 
from which murder, bribery and 
gang war terrorism have sprung to 
produce an “almost hopeless situa- 
tion’”’ in Chicago in dealing with 


gang murders in a statement to- 
night by Morgan Collins, chief of 
police.

Meanwhile the police were at- 
tempting to determine whether 
John Sbarbaro, assistant state’s at- 
torney, may have been the target 
when gunmen invaded Michigan 
avenue a couple of days ago and 
fired several shots. 

Sbarbaro was only a short dis- 
tance away and the police want to 
know whether the gangsters at- 
tempted to kill Sbarbaro as they 
killed William McSwiggin, another 
assistant state’s attorney, a few 
months ago. Sbarbaro has denied, 
however, that he was the target.

SWEAT AND ITS USES. 
F a beefsteak be exposed to a 
| temperature of 250 degrees for 

thirteen minutes jf will be 
cooked. If a healthy man be ex- 
posed to the same degree of heat 
for the same length of time he will 
not be cooked, nor will he be 
harmed in any way. The reason is, 
a man sweats; a steak does not. 

An ability to sweat is the most 
important factor which prevents the 
man from cooking, but it is not the 
only one. If the steak be cooked 
in a covered vessel the heat re- 
quired will be lessened. The man 
can not stand 250 degrees of heat 
if he is covered with a blanket of 
clothing. The man breathes in 
cooler air which helps him to keep 
his temperature down. A steak 
can not breathe. Neither has it a 
heart and blood vessels to move 
the blood stream from place 
Place as the need ie. 

In experimenting with dogs Flinn 
found that when the temperature 
of the air reached 104 the tempera- 
ture of the dog went up one de- 
gree; when the air reached 113 the 
dog got such a fever that his life 
was in danger.

the dog could stand increased ma- 
terfally if the hot air was stirred up 
by fans, especially if the air was 
dry. If the air was moist and evap- 
oration from the dog was poor, the 
animal speedily succumted. It is 
evaporation that makes it possible 
to stand high temperatures, and 
air currents help by aiding evapora- 
tion. If, however, the dog was not 
given enough water to drink, evap- 
oration eventually harmed him. 
Unless the dog was given enough 
drinking water it was better not to 
promote evaporation. 


Applying this to man: A man 
can stand a great deal of heat, pro- 


to | 


vided he can sweat very freely and 
the sweat evaporate. and provided 
he can get plenty of drinking water. 
'A man loses water equal 
5 per cent of his body weight on a 
'summer’s day in the 24 hours. If 
he works hard, this may amount to 
-about 8 per cent. A man needs 
about 3 pints of water daily for the 
usual purposes, but if he loses 
heavily from sweating in hot 
weather he needs up to 6 quarts a 
day. If a man loses water equal to 
one-tenth of his weight 


he begins to get into a dangerous 
condition. Exposure to moist air 
does not help much, because not 
much sweat can evaporate. If a 
cubic yard of air contains 75 grains 
of water it will pick up sweat twice 
as fast as will air containing 135 
grains of water. When man is ex- 
posed to 122 degrees of heat and 
the air around him moves 224 feet 
per minute his temperature will go 
up less than one degree in one hour. 
If the air movement stops, his tem- 
perature will shoot up very rapidly. 
If the heat is great enough to cause 
a loss of power of heat regulation. 
the temperature sometimes drops 
(chill due to heat prostration). and 
it sometimes goes very high (sun- 
| Stroke). Where fainting occurs the 
| cause is lack of blood in the brain 
because the skin blood vessels are 
overfilled. Where death occurs the 
heart has not ‘been equal to the 
task of keeping enough blood in the 
irene organs.

Atlanta, Aug. 12 (By A. P.).—

Trust Co., of Atlanta, fiscal agents 
for these banks “has sclosed 
amazing and unbelievable condi- 
tions which have heretofore been 
unknown to this association,’’ thé 
*executive council of the Georgia 
Bankers association at a meeting 
here today adopted resolutions peti- 
, tioning Gov. Clifford Walker ‘‘to 
+ ‘direct the attorney general to par- 
ticipate in the proposed investiga- 
tion and to employ other agencies 
at its command for the protection 
of the public and the punishment of 
violators of the law.”’ 

In the resolutions the Georgia 
Bankers association ‘tendered ‘‘its 
service to the authorities, State and 
Federal, in the investigation and 
prosecution of those persons who 
@may be found to have been respon- 
sible for the conditions’ that 
brought about these failures.’’ 


Willing to Help. 


It was further said that the of- 
ficers of the bankers’ association 
“are empowered, in their discretion 
} and upon the request of proper au- 
thorities, to retain counsel to assist 
in such investigations or prosecu- 
tions.’’ 

“The practices disclosed by the 
failure of these banks have shocked 
the bankers of our State, who con- 
demn the unsound banking methods 
employed in the operation of this 
chain of institutions,’’ the resolu- 
tion said. They further pointed out 
that the Bankers Trust Co. of At- 
lanta, fiscal agent for the 83 closed 
banks, was “‘a nonbanking corpora- 
tion, not under the supervision of 
the State banking department.”’ 

“Such a banking calamity ought 
to have been impossible under the 
laws of our State,” the resolution 
declared, ‘‘and especially at a time 
when agricultural and business con- 
ditions are more sound in Georgia 
than in the past five years.”’

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ily without water service. This 
condition constitutes a_i serious 
menace and only through the co- 
operation of all residents can it be 
remedied.’”’ 

In these words the District com- 
missioners yesterday warned the 
city that a water famine threatens 
because of the unprecedented con- 


sumption due to the heat wave. As 
a remedy they asked water users 
to restric nonessential use of 
water, such as lawn sprinkling, to 
one hour a day. 

For 24 hours ended at 8 a. m. 
yesterday the water consumption 
reached 85,500,000 gallons, break- 
ing all records. 


Too Much for Water Pumps. 


The pumps of the water system 
cannot supply this much water 
daily, according to-Supt. J. S. Gar- 
land, of the water department. He 
said: 

“Inability of the pumps to keep 
pace with this consumption has 
caused lowering of the level in the 
reservoir, thereby decreasing the 
available water pressure through- 
out the higher elevation served by 
the Reno reservoir. 

“Tf the residents in Ahis area do 
not waste water the situation will 
be relieved generally, especially if 
the use for lawn sprinkling is cur- 
tailed.’’ 

Mr. Garland wrote a manifesto 
for the commissioners to sign, ask- 
ing water users to economize. The 
commissioners promulgated it. Its 
text is as follows: 

“During the _ protracted hot 
weather experienced the last few 
days, consumption of water has 
reached such a point ag to exceed 
the capacity of the water depart- 
ment pumping equipment, with the 
result that certain of the higher 
sections of the District have been 
temporarily without water service. 

“This condition constitutes a se- 
rious menace, and only through co- 
operation of all residents can it be 
remedied. Residents are urged to 
restrict use of water during the pe- 
riods allowed for sprinkling lawns, 
that is, 5 a. m. to 8 a. m. and 5 p. 
m. to 8 p. m., to one hour only 
until the emergency -is passed.”’ 

The neighborhoods said to have 
already experienced shortage . of 
water are Chevy Chase, Tenley- 
town, Saul’s Addition, Petworth, 
Brightwood, Takoma Park, part of 
Cleveland Park and sections adja- 
cent to Wisconsin avenue northwest 
as far south as Mount Alto hospi- 
tal. 


Firms Dismiss Employes. 


In addition to the government de- 
partments, many private firms al- 
lowed their employes to leave work 
early yesterday. The Potomac Elec- 
tric Power Co. dismissed its entire 
clerical foree at 3 o’clock, two 
hours before the uwu8ual quitting 
time. 

The only large government de- 
partments that failed to close were 
the Interior Department, the vet- 
erans’ pureau and the government 
printing office. W. B. Acker, chief 
clerk of the Interlor Department,

New York Bank Rate 
Raised to +¢ Per Cent 


New York, Aug. 12 (By A. P.).— 
An increase in the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank’s rediscount rate 
from 3% to 4 per cent was an- 
nounced today, thus establishing a 
uniform bank rate of 4 per cent 
throughout the country. The New 
York rediscounting charge had 
stood at 3% per cent since April 22. 

Tightening credit conditions, re- 
sulting from recent expansion of 
commercial activities, a great in- 
crease in stock market trading and 
the growing demand for funds for 
crop moving purposes, were consid- 
ered responsible for the change at 
this time. When a 4 per cent rate 
was established early this year, the 
increase was generally regarded as 
a warning against the excessive use 
of credit in stock market specula- 
tion, but it is not believed that this 
factor was a determining influence 
in the latest change.

In order for a person to success- 
fully prosecute a divorce suit in 
Montgomery county, the complain- 
ant must be a bona fide resident of 
the State, so Judge Robert B. Peter 
has decidéd in the circuit court at 
Rockville. Judge Peter so held in 
a decree dismissing the bill, with- 


out prejudice and without passing 
on its allegations, in a suit of Ulric 
C. Deike, an employe of the United 
States Veterans’ bureau, against 
Mrs. Edith M. Deike, of Montreal, 
Canada. 

The plaintiff contended that the 
home of his parents at Takoma 
Park, Md., was his home, but as 
the testimony showed that he had 
not slept there for two years imme- 
diately preceding the filing of the 
bill, Judge Peter decided that that 
was not his bona fide domicile and 
that his place of abode was really 
in the District of Columbia. 

“A domicile for divorce .is not a 
favorite of the law,” Judge Peter 
declared in his decree. ef 
against the policy of the law that 
the courts should grant divorces to 
applicants save bona fide residents 
of this State, and the residence 
mest be established to have been 
within the letter and spirit of the 
statute before the bill was filed.’’

state that he once offered Demp- 
sey $1,000,000 to fight Wills and 
that Dempsey did not accept. 


O’Rouke seemed to think Demp- 
sey should be arrested for this, but 
it was the sense of the meeting that 
he should have been detained for 
observation and safe keeping had 
he done otherwise. 

The conduct of Mullins severely 
shocked the finer feelings of a large 
gathering of traders on the cauli- 
flower exchange who had congre- 
gated on the bourse for the usual 
business of trading in Brussels 
sprouts and cauliflowers. 

The ravages of refinement have 
weakened the once rugged natures 
of those concerned in the business 
and they have become accustomed 
to hearing the honorable commis- 
sioners refer to the heavyweight 
champion as Mr. Dempsey and to 
Mr, Mullins’ retired dock-walloper 
as Mr. Wills. ' 

Thus, great consternation was 
caused when Mullins refused to! 
shake Dempsey’s hand and it be- 
came greater as Mullins then ad- 
dressed himself to Dempsey. 

‘“‘What’s the matter, Paddy,’’ 
Dempsey asked when Mullins 
spurned the hand that he so ar- 
dently desires Dempsey to waive 
at Wills. ‘‘You look sad.’’ 

‘“You’d look sad too,’’ Mullins 
said, “if you had been double- 
crossed the way you've double- 
crossed me.” 24 


ERE was a reflection on 

his business ethics, of 

which Dempsey is very 
proud, and he was quick to deny 
he had ever given Mullins the 
rinky-dink, which is a repre- 
hensible maneuver sometimes 
practiced by low characters in 
the Cauliflower trade. 


**You sent me a wire from Califor- 
ni. saying the contract for the Wills 
fight was all right and the fight was 
on,’’ Mullins continued.

It was then that Mullins spoke the 
coarse words to Dempsey which 
should place him beyond the society 
of all gentlemanly cauliflower trad- 
ers. He called Dempsey a liar of a 
particular sort and offered to bet 
Dempsey $1,000 that Dempsey did 
send him such a wire. Dempsey 
reached for his pocketbook but his 
hand came out with only a handker- 
chief. 

“And I'll lick you myself,’’ Mul- 
lins continued. 

“It’s a good thing you’re an old 
man,’ Dempsey replied, implying 
that if Mullins were not an old man 
he would forget his professional 
standing for a moment to turn ama- 
teur and give him a paste on the 
horn for nothing.

cauliflower commission. stepped be- 
tween the boys, reminding them it 
would be unlawful to fight inasmuch 
as Mullins is not a recognized chal- 
lenger and Dempsey has no license. 

“You gentlemen can not sock each 
other until you have complied with 
the provisions of paragraph 8, of 
section 3, of the revised regulations 
governing the cauliflower industry 
in the State of New York,”’ said | 
Curry. And, furthermore, you must 
be a couple of saps to think of 
fighting before you get your tickets 
printed.’’ 

It now appears that the ‘‘cauli- 
flower commission,’’ which former- 
ly wielded absolute power over the 
professional, hygienic, social, and 
even matrimonial, affairs of the 
gents in the business, has been 
robbed of the official blackjack 
which for years was recognized as 
the scepter of authority. 

Two members of the commission, 
the Hon. William Muldoon and

fuses to issue a license to Demp- 
sey. Furthermore, the license com- 
mittee has been not only disobe- 
dient but downright nasty about it. 
Wear’s telegram to the commis- 
sion was particularly disrespectful, 
for he said: “I could not, under 
any conditions, so far forget my 
self-respect by meeting with the 
athletic commission.’’ This was 
accepted as the equivalent of a 
statement that the commission is 
a bunch of mugs. 
HE consequences may be 
disastrous to the Cauli- 
flower commission and 
even to the great Cauliflower in-

Jealousy is rife, Tex Rickard is 
being pushed around, as the phrase 
goes, and there is a persistent. de- 
sire to know why James J. John- 
ston has been receiving such abun- 
dant generosity from the commis- 
sion in the form of matches for 
Mickey McTigue. 

And the fumes arising from the 
suspicions and grouches that ran-' 
kle in these bosoms will be so nox- 
ious that they may.blight and with- 
er even so hardy a vegetable as the 
noble Cauliflower.

DECLINES TO PREDICT 
WINNERS OF HONORS 


Is Prepared to Defend Cham- 
pionship Captured at Last 
Year’s Meet.

In this series of articles concern- 
ing volunteer fire companies that 
will take part in the convention 
of the Prince Georges County Vol- 
unteer Firemens association at 
Riverdale tomorrow, it was fre- 
served for the Riverdale. volunteer 
fire department, host to the con- 
vention, to have the last say about 
which company will carry off the 
honors in the contest. 

The only statement that the 
Riverdale volunteers make, how- 
ever, is wait until tomorrow.” 
Because of their silence, therefore, 
it is impossible to tell just what 
the Riverdale men have up their 
sleeves. It is understood that they 
do not hold any of their competi- 
tors lightly. And yet they point 
out that they won the contest last 
year, and that it is up to them to 
defend the championship. 


Three Contests Planned. 


There will be three contests this 
year, and the conditions will be 
generally the same as last year. A 
cup will be donated by The Post 
for the best time in the pumper 
contest. Cups will be given by 
the Seabridge Jewelry Co. in the 
nonpumper contest, and by the 
citizens of Riverdale for the two- 
company hoop-up contest. The con- 
tests will take place after the pa- 
rade which will follow the conven- 
tion proper. 

With the engine dead, and the 
men 25 feet away from it, on a 
line 500 feet from the plug, the 
firemen will run to the engine and 
start the motor, drive the 500 feet, 
connect with the plug and have 
water spouting from the nozzle 
within a given period of time.

Department of 3 Companies. 


The Riverdale fire department is 

composed of three companies, each 
with a full equipped engine, and 
has an active membership limited 
to 20, with no reserves. It is sup- 
ported by voluntary contributions. 
Besides it receives other aid, nota- 
bly from the Woman’s club, of Riv- 
erdale.

The full equipment on it includes 
life belts and gas masks. No. 1 In- 
dependent forms part of the depart- 
ment, but was made and is owned 
by Edward C. Stewart, and Eugene 
Bennett, of the Riverdale garage, 
where it is kept. -It will be pur- 
chased by the department at.a later 
date. It is a speedier piece of ap- 
paratus than the rest, and in the 
garage is kept across the railroad 
track from the fire house, aad 
thereby any possibility of trains 
nolding the firemen up is elimi- 
nated.

Proposed by Fowler
